ing either physics or chemistry. 
We knew then that about 25 per 
cent of American high schools no 
longer taught elementary physics. 
It revealed, too, the then existing 
shortage of teachers and the great 
wave of students which would not 
reach a peak until 1970. 

But we had to wait for two 
Soviet satellites to be fired into 
the air before we became agitated 
about it. And then, in typical 
fashion, we became angry with 
the President and with ‘“‘leader- 
ship’ for not having ‘‘done some- 
thing about it.” 


Shock 


Educational leadership for a 
long time has been telling the 
people of America what had to 
be done. But, we are not a people 
who pay much attention to ex- 
perts. Talk of need for more sci- 
ence was dismissed as “egg- 
head” stuff, or the musings of 
“long hairs.” To be sure, every- 
one knew that the elementary, 
secondary and college buildings 
were overcrowded.

Lanham was killed instantly 
Sunday afternoon when his car 
was struck by a Central of Geor- 
gia switch engine at a crossing ‘n 
Rome.

Funeral services for Lanham, a 
widower, will be conducted at the 
First Methodist Church of Rorae 
with the Rev. Harry Lee Smith 
and the Rev. Henry H. Dillare of- 
ficiating.

Surviving are a daughter, Mrs.

Ts Another Shock 


After a two-year study, the U. 5S, Of- 
fice of Education reports that the Soviet 
Union is outstripping the United States 
by a wide margin in technical and scien- 


In fact, the report says, the Russians 
are making great efforts to gain over-all 
supremacy in the whole field of educa- 
tion. In the past decade they have made 
what is described as almost fantastic gains 
in every level of education. 


The Communist government is har- 
nessing its education program to govern- 
ment objectives, training specialists to 
win those objectives. And they are achiev- 
ing quality as well as quantity as proved 
by their success in the scientific field. 

This, of course, means the United 
States no longer can sit back comforta- 
bly on the assumption that we are ahead 
and will stay ahead. President Eisen- 
hower in appointing Dr. James R. Killian 
as “science expeditor” has shown an un- 
derstanding of the political and military 
importance of scientific achievement in 
today’s world, 

The great progress in scientific and 
technical education within the Soviet 
Union, contrasted with what appears to 
be our great weaknesses and deficiencies 
in these fields, poses as great a danger to 
the long range future of this country as 
does Moscow’s obvious superiority today in 
rockets and ballistic missiles. Whoever 
wins the race in education wins domi- 
nance over the future. 

The American people must face the 
fact that we are at another of those 
crossroads of history. The Russian Sput- 
niks have ushered in the era of space 
flight. Whatever necessary for us to do to 
catch up must be done. Dr. Wernher von 
Braun has estimated that it will take well 
over a half decade to do it. 

Can we wait that long” 

The military and political advantages 
are shifting dangerously to the Russians. 
What superiority we may have now in 
conventional air power and retaliatory 
strength gradually will be offset by Mos- 
cow’s growing stocks of intermediate and 
intercontinental missiles. 

It might very well be, as Khrushchev 
has said, that the Communists have de- 
veloped missiles which make attack by 
aircraft impossible. How- 


there is no defense now known 


We must face up to this challenge and 
counter it with whatever is necessary for 
our very survival in this new era of 
science. The future belongs to whoever 
wins this race.

Crime Increase Proves 
Recommendations Wise 


The announcement by Chief Herbert 
Jenkins of an increase of almost one- 
third in major crimes in Atlanta during 
the first 10 months of this year should 
alert the community in support of what- 
ever action is necessary to check it. 

Fortunately, the Board. of Aldermen 
already has a guide to follow in what 
needs to be done. The Institute of Public 
Administration has completed only re- 
cently a thorough study of the police de- 
partment and its recommendations are 
excellent. They are, in fact, already 
being put into effect. 

Chief Jenkins, for instance, has re- 

quested an additional 75 men plus equip- 
ment for 1958, The Fulton County Grand 
Jury, in presentments returned Nov, 1, 
backed this request and also called for 
salary increases in line with the Institute 
blueprint. Certainly these raises are 
merited and necessary if the department 
is to recruit the needed personnel. 
- The chief pointed to a morale problem 
within the department as a'result of grand 
jury investigations and indictments as 
a contributing cause for the low number 
of arrests in recent months, Surely that 
cause has been removed by the most re- 
cent jury study in which the department 
Was praised after investigation into “ru- 
fnors.” | 


In another good move, Chiet Jenkins 
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is setting up machinery for an advisory 
board on disciplinary matters within the 
department, a board which will be select- 
ed by the department in secret ballot. As 
proposed by the Institute, findings of the 
three-man board would be binding upon 
the chief. Because of a legal technicality, 
this cannot be the case at present. The 
legal bar should be removed. 


The investigations and studies of the 
police department will have produced ex- 
cellent results in all-around effectiveness 
in law enforcement if they lead to the 
improvements recommended. The rate of 
crime increase not only could be checked 
but incidence of crime in general will be 
lowered, 

Cost of adequate policing will be much 
less in the long run than-a continued in- 
crease in costs of crime.

These 80 men have added greatly to 
the respect and admiration which the peo- 
ple of this city already entertained for 
them.

3—The public school system must not 
be destroyed. 


4—Hatred and scorn for those of an- 
other race, or for those who hold a po- 
sition different from our own, cannot be 
justified. 

o—Communication between respon- 
sible leaders of the races must be main- 
tained. 

6—Our difficulties cannot be solved in 
our own strength or in human wisdom 
.. . but only through prayer. 

These are neither radical nor sensa- 
tional. The ministers, in expanding them, 
were courageous enough to say that our 
people are too wise to believe that grant- 
ing full citizenship rights equally to all 
citizens would endanger the white race. 
They took a moderate position—which is 
the only one a thoughtful Christian or 
American can take since the opposite of 
moderation is immoderation. 

All over America these simple prin- 
ciples presented by the 80 Atlanta min- 
isters are being reprinted and repeated. 
There is an indication that other Chris- 
tian leaders in other Southern cities will 
speak out with equal moderation. The 
moderate must speak out. The extremist, 
or immoderate, has been doing all the 
shouting.

How boldly and fearlessly has 
the administration faced the cost 
of peace? 

What part have old attitudes 
and prejudices played in the loss 
of the scientific and political 
initiative to the Soviet Union? 

There is a widespread feeling 
here that they have played a 
very large part indeed; that 
popular and official attitudes to- 
ward the Russians, toward the 
allies, toward intellectuals and 
toward criticism of official poli- 
cies have all contributed to the 
present situation. 

Official policy here has been 
based for a long time on the as- 
sumption of American superiority 
in the fields of science and tech- 


prejudices, even the sacrifice of 


pacification of the Middle East.

Bob Neyland, Tennessee: It

General Robert R. Neyland, 
who built a football dynasty at 
Tennessee, chose Armistice Day 
in Atlanta to place his most 
celebrated pupils, Bobby Dodd 
and Bowden Wyatt, on the same 
lofty pedestal. 

Few members of the Quarter- 
back Club doubted the high es- 
teem and respect that Neyland 
holds for Dodd and Wyatt as 
players and coaches. But even 
fewer were prepared for words 
bordering on the sentimental 
from the general, known 
throughout his coaching career 
as a hard-bitten man. 

Dodd and Wyatt, all-Ameri- 
cans of different eras under

Neyland, currently command 
two of the Southeastern Confer- 
ence’s finest foptball camps. 
Dodd of Georgia Tech and Wy- 
att, who follows in Neyland’s 
footsteps as coach of the Vol- 
unteers, can be no less intense 
rivals. 


Their annual collisions on the 
striped field of athletic combat 
demand it. 


As athletic director at Tennes- 
see, the general must fall inte 
the enemy camp as far as Dodd 
is concerned, But the general 
had pats of equal proportions 
for the broad backs of both men 
Monday night. There was to be 
no war on Armistice Day. 

“I wish Dodd could have been 
here tonight,’’ Neyland said to- 
ward the end of his speech 
(which covered = everything 
from the single wing to Jim 
Thorpe). “I certainly don't 
have anything to say about last 
Saturday’s game (which Tech 
lost to Tennessee). We have to 
come down here next year. 

“But I'd like to tell Bobby 
some things about himself that 
he might not know. People are 
always asking me how he was 
as a player at Tennessee. He's 
built up a reputation of being 
lazy, lackadaisical, a fellow who 
didn't like to practice. They 
also say he looked as cool as a 
cucumber. 

“The only laziness he ever 
showed was in not liking to run 
laps, and Gene McEver and 
George Cafego didn’t like it any 
better. Dodd actually was the 
first player on the field and the 
last one off. 

“He had the greatest com- 
petitive spirit of any player I 
ever saw,’ Neyland continued. 
“His senior season against Ala- 
bama, Dodd dropped a pass

that could have won the game. 
It turned out to be the only 
losing game he played in as a 
Tennessee player.

He 
came up with a ‘submarine 
play’ on which he scored his 
only touchdown at Tennessee, 


“A lot of people also ask me 
to compare Dodd and Bowden 
Wyatt,” the general went on, 
“‘and I’m going to do it tonight. 
Wyatt was a savage, driving, 
resourceful, scrapper, one of 
the greatest blockers I’ve ever 
seen. He was a fine kickoff 
man and defender. He was the 
hard-bitten type.” 

“Wyatt was an all-America 


in 1938 and Dodd made it in 
1930. Both were tremendous 
leaders." 


Dodd was the easy-going 
type and Wyatt the driver, but 
they both produced winning re- 
sults, the general said. 

“To be so different as play- 
ers,” he continued, “they are 
remarkably alike as coaches. 
Both are extremely meticulous 
and entirely competent as in- 
structors and teachers. And 
they have the knack to get 
along with the public and get 
every bit of effort and coopera- 
tion out of their assistants and 
players, better than any coaches 
I've ever seen. 

“These two boys—and they’re 
still boys to me despite the grey 
Dodd's getting in his hair—are 
regarded by members of the 
coaching profession as being 


two of the greatest coaches. 
ever. 

“Can you blame me then,” 
the general asked rhetorically, 
“when they walked to midfield 
and shook hands last Saturday, 
if I said with pride: “Those are 
my boys’.” 

The Quarterbacks as a man 
were standing and clapping for 
the next several minutes. 


“Have you ever compared 
‘em before like that?’’ some- 
body asked the general. 

“No,” he answered, “but I 
figured this was my best 
chance.”
